TESTIMONY IS 


Prince Lichnowsky, Former German Ambassador to England 
Confided To British Admiral His Knowledge That the 
Kaiser Wanted the War 


The following authentic statement 
Is of interest because it confirms 
from a different angle Prince Lich- 
nowsky’s recently published revela- 
tlons. “It also is one more of the 
hundred pieces of testimony which 
Prove that the: German kaiser was 
meditating war in the spring of 1914. 

When diplomatic relations were 
brokeri off between England and 
Germany, the English sent the Ger- 
man ambassador, Prince Lichnow- 
sky, home with full honors, unlike 
the boorish treatment which the 
kaiser gave the French ambassador, 
M. Cambon. The battleship on 
which the prince went back was 
commanded by Admiral Hood, who 
was on very friendly relations with 
Lichnowsky. For the latter, being a 
Slav, had good manners, which the 
Prussians have never been able to 
attain, and had been really popular in 
London. society. 

During the crossing the prince was 
much dejected, and he said in sub- 
stance to Admiral Hood: 

“I might as well jump overboard, 
for my career is ended. Three 
months ago (that is about May 1), 
his majesty the emperor wrote and 
instructed me to investigate secret- 
ly the state of English public opinion 
and to let him know whether there 
was any likelihood that the English 
would enter the war in case we made 
war.’ I looked over the ground in all 
directions and replied that the Eng- 
lish were not likely to go to war on 
any account, In the first place, they 
had ceased to be a martial nation. 
They had grown so rich that their 
chief desire was to enjoy the luxury 
nd comfort which .their wealth 
rought them. Next, they ‘had a 
civil war on their hands in Ireland. 
Then, they had+ only a very small 
army ready—160,000 men—and _ it 
would take them at least a year to 
train any considerable force.’ Finally, 
I added, they had grown so unmili- 
tary that they. allowed even women 


‘(suffragettes) to intimidate them. 


“T have no doubt,” said Lichnow- 
report must have in- 
fluenced the decision of the emperor 
in forcing the war. So you see what 
my fate is likely to be.’ 

On his return to. London — im- 
mediately after, Admiral Hood re- 
peated Prince Lichnowsky’s _ state- 
ment to several persons and, among 
others, to a Harvard professor of 
worldwide reputation, who repeated 
it to me soon after he came back. to 
Boston. I printed the story in my 
“Germany versus Civilization” more 
than two years ago, but I did not 
give Admiral Hood as its source be- 
cause he was then in active service 
{n the British navy. He went down 
with his ship, as gvery one knows, 
in the battle of Jutland, and there 
can be no impropriety in naming him 
now. . 
In the light of such evidence, how 
long will even the German people go 
on believing the lie which the kaiser 
passed off on them at the beginning 
of the war when he assured them 
that the sword had been forced into 
his hands?

Hoarding of Food Stuffs . 


Order Will Not Work Hardship or 


Inconvenience Unnecessarily 


Farmers may be reassured 


necessary restrictions and regulations 
as regards the hoarding of. food- 
stuffs. 

An order of the Canada food board 
recently made. it illegat for people 


to have more than 15 days’ supply of 


flour, made wholly or in part from 
wheat, on hand at any” one 
For people living at a greater dis- 
tance than two miles and not _ less 
than five miles from dealers licensed 
by the Canada food board, sufficient 
for their ordinary requireménts up 
to 30 days only was allowed and for 
persons living 10 miles or more 120 
days supply. : 

Further it. was required that 
such surplus holdings should forth- 
with be returned to the miller or 
dealer from whom they were -pur- 
chased, at the purchase price or at 
the market price, whichever were 
the ‘lower. 

This order was designed primarily 
to, remedy a state of things in the 
towns and cities, as it was common- 
ly reported that some people had 
laid in undue quantitics of flour in 
view of the world’s scarcity,  scl- 
fishly thinking that they would be 
sure of a normal’ supply for the next 
year or 60 whether the people in 
Europe starved or not. ° 

In. the case of farmers, however, it 
pointed out that it was their custom 
n many cases to take wheat to the 
mill and get several months’ supply 
ground on one occasion so ‘as _ . to 
save frequent Trips: and. .waste of 
time. To require that such a farmer 
return all surplus flour to the mill 
and then come back every couple of 
weeks, or like short intervals; for 
supplics of their own-flour, would 
seriously interfere with © farm work, 
Occasioning unnecessary _ travelling 
and the waste of days precious, es- 
pecially at secding and harvest time, 
to the cause of production, a cause 
more important, even, than that of 
conservation. 

Bona fide farmers are now permit- 
ted-to hold flour in excess of the 
amounts provided for other people. 
An order in council passed on May 
17 makes this express provision: _ 

“A bona fide farmer shall be’ per- 
mitted to hold, subject to the order 
of the Canada food’ board, the 
amount of flour, made wholly or in 
part from wheat, he may have in his 
possession in excess of the amount 
prescribed by order No. 31 if, on or! 
before the 15th day of June, 1918, he 
reports to the miller or dealer, from | 
whom it was purchased or by whom 
it was manufactured, the excess 
amount held by him.” 

When these reports are reccived 
it is the duty of the miller or dealer 
to pass them on to the Canada food | 
board and thus it will be known by 
the authorities what the supply ° of 
flour in’ the country is and where it 
is. Further this order provides: that 
in cases where a farmer or any oth- 
er person has in his possession one 
partly used barrel or package’ he 
shall not be required to return his 
surplus requirements nor shall he be 
required to return amounts of less 
than 25 pounds. Thus it is seen that 
the intention of the order is entirely

The drain of manpower, the fall in 
the number of births, and the loss of 
| population through sickness and 
underfeeding is felt more severely by 
the central powers than by the peo- 
ple of the entente. Whereas the an- 
nual gain of population in Germany 
and in Austria-Hungary has given 
place to'a serious loss, the people of 
the -entente have suffered a very 
small diminution in comparison. | 

Great Britain’s total population 
has so far remained at about the 
same figures, gains balancing losses, 
The rate. of increase in the United 
States has not been affected at all. 
As the war goes on this growing dis- 
parity in the losses of population 
between the central powers and the 
peoples fighting them is likely to 
increase. If the war goes. on into 
next year the population of the Ger- 
man empire, an which reliance was 
placed for the enlargement of ‘Ger- 
many’s prosperity and industry, and 
for’ repairing the injury to trade and 
commerce after the war, will have 
lost ten per cent. of the numbers and 
a still greater proportion of its in- 
dustrial strength. : 

The German empire, which in June 
1919, should have had seventy-two 
millions of people, will have no more 
than. sixty-four and a half millions. 
Germany, as a whole, will have five 
per cent. less population than when 
the war began. Of those that have 
been killed the greater number were 
men.in the prime of life and energy, 
whom Germany could least spare. By 
deaths in the battle zone the Ger- 
man empire has lost at’ least three 
million men. The birth rate has 
sunk to such a figure that by next 
year the nifmber of births will have 
fallen short of what they would have 
been had there been no war by three 
and.a third million of children. 

In the same period the annual 
number. of deaths among the German 
population has, owing to the stress 
and anxiety of the war and of sick- 
ness and disease, which have been 
aggravated by -hardships and food 
troubles, increascd by one million 
over the normal. - 

Sut thistis perhaps to be regarded 
merely as weeding, and no great 
biological loss. Much of the mortal- 
ity among children and among the 
civilian population as a whole has 
been caused by the way in which 
the food supply of Germany has 
|been mismanaged in the interests of 
the land holders and of the farming 
classes to the detriment of the poor. 
The land holders and farmers have 
prospects, while the poor in the 
towns have gone short on bread and 
potatoes. On the other hand, be- 
cause of the liberal separation al- 
lowances and the high. wages, the 
vital’ conditions of the growing 
classes in Great Britain have been 
better since the war than when the 
war began. By. next year the Ger- 
man empire wil] be 7,025,000 lower in 
population than it would have been 
had .the war not taken place. The 
vitality of the peoples of Austria 
and of Hungary has: suffered even 
more. This, perhaps, was to be ex- 
pected. The peoples of Austria. will 
be eleven per cent. poorer in num- 
bers next year than if the war. had 
never-taken place. They ~ will be 
cight per cent.:less in numbers than 
they were in 1914. Hungary will be 
still worse off. It will have a popu- 
lation nine per cent. lower than be- 
fore the war, and thirteen per cent.

German Officer Had a . Handsome

The German officer who chad a 
handsome belt made out of insignia 
from the uniforms of captured or 
slain Britisly officers did. not realize, 
of course, that that same belt would 
raise ‘thousands of dollars for the 
Liberty Loan in the United States. 
But the enemy belt, with its dozen 
trophies, did so in the recent cam- 
paign, where it brought the curious 
in range of the bond salesmen, 

The belt was brought to this coun- 
try recently by a steel man of Pitts- 
burgh, who wert to Europe on busi- 
ness. It was obtained by his brother, 
who went over with an hospital unit, 
but later was enlisted in the United 
States army ambulance service. 

The basis of the belt is a leather 
strap with the regulation German 
army buckle bearing the words} Gott 
Mit Uns. Its original owner neatly 
fastened to the leather British army 
insignia of nearly every branch of 
the British and colonial armiés—a 
brilliant motley of gold and silver 
wrought in lions, stars and regimen- 
tal inscriptions. .

writer on naval subjects, ‘n an arti- 
cle appearing in the London’ Daily 
Telegraph. : 

“They are mercly large submarines 
such as we have been. building,” he 
says. “They do not represent a tri- 
umph of German engineering any 
more conspicuous than a triumph our 
shipbuilders have achieved. It was 
because German submarine» of about 
800 tons could remain at sea only a 
short time, were very uncomfortable 
and the conditions were very “telling 
on: the nerves of the crews that the 
enemy evolved a large type modelled 
on the Deutschland. This type hav- 
ing been designed, it was decided to 
indulge in exaggeration in order. to 
impress the world. 

“What is the truth about German 
submarines?” he continues.

Keeping Milk Sweet 


Thunder Storms Won’t Sour Milk 
That Is Properly Cared For 


There is a widespread belief that 
thynder sours milk, for testimony is 
not lacking that after a severe eled= 
trical storm, milk that should have 
been sweet is found to have soured. 
It is quite natural that the souring 
should be attributed to the thunder 
but we shall need to look elsewhere 
for the cause of this phenomenon. 
Souring is . caused normally by the 
acidity which results from bacterial 
growth and sterilized milk will not 
sour in a thunder storm. Neither 
will milk that is kept on ice sour dur- 
ing storms of this kind unless the 
temperature is raised sufficiently to 
favor multiplication of milk-souring 
bacteria where the temperature is 
not regulated by the -use af ice.—W. 
H. Feldman, Colorado Agricultural

~~ OUR NATIONAL LIFE.

Material greatness makes for the 
downfall of a nation. This has 
been repeated in history. As soon 
as the influence of wealth commen- 
ces to corrupt the life of a people; 
the nation starts ‘its downward 
course. 


therefore the great nation is a na- 
tion of righteous people whose men- 
tal, moral and spiritual life is deep. 
It is evident therefore that thé na- 
tion-building forces are the institu- 
tions whose influence affects the 
life of the people—for example the 
home, the church, civil society, 
the press and the school. The 
school is the only nation building 
force over which the state a abso- 
lute control. John Bright says, 
‘that the nation in every country 
dwells in the cottage.’’? But since 
the home, on account of its private 
nature, canrot be conirolled hy the 
state. the schaol is the institution 
of the greatest national importance 
and it must reach the people there 
and impress itself upon. their life. 
The public school that moulds the 
life of the children of the cottage 
and does much of the work former- 
ly done. by the home and_ the 
church, is the greatest power influ- 
encing the life of the people and for 
this reason should be the greatest 
care of the government. 


The Public School stands for 
mental culture. To/a great extent 
the public school teacher is respon- 
sible for the intellectual life. of the 
‘Ination. If teaching were only the 
imparting of instruction, the per- 
sonnel of the teaching profession 
| would be of no- great consequence. 
But the teacher by the power of his 
own mental life must kindle the 
mental faculties of the children and 
develop them to their highest pow- 
ers.The mental view must be broad- 
ened, the insight deepened and the 
mind disciplined so as to produce a 
|steadiness of application. The 
; taste must be elevated and the feel- 
ings refined so that the cultured in- 
dividual becomes universal. 


In the public school ethical ideas 
must be put into practice for to a 
great extent the moral.character of 
the people depends upon the moral 
character developed in the children 
in the school. In the daily life of 
the school children must be taught 


the. necessity of punctuality, regu- 
larity, obedience, industry, cleanli- 


ness, decency of appearance,regards 
for the rights of others and respect 
for law and order. ‘Truth Ws the 
basis of all'education, therefore in 
school a love of truth must be made 
the basis of a high moral character 
in the child, Honest effort in 
search ‘of knowledge and_ truth 
brings success, but deception always 
produces failure, therefore in school 
honesty becomes part of the child’s 
life. The public school stands for 
the’ development of high moral 
character in the people. The teacher 
must have the personality capable 
of awakening and developing moral 
tendencies in his pupils. ' Through 
his own spiritual life, through the 
study of good literature and through 
the daily spiritual life of the school, 
in the association of the pupils with 
each other, the teacher must awak- 
en.and develop—deepen the spirit- 
ual life of nis pupils. 

Upon the awakening and develop- 
ing of the intellectual life,the moral 
life and the spiritual life of the 
children depend the future succes- 
ses of our industries and our com- 
merce; the stability of our business 
life and the high achievements of 
our professions. ’Therefore’ upon 
no other institution does our’ na- 
tional life and success depend’ so 
as upon our public school.
